BOLDNESS IN PRAYER 

Ephesians 3: 13—21 
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“Noiv unto Him that is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we ask 
or think, according to the power, that work- 
etli in us.”’ —Eph. 3:20. 

We know something about God both 
from His acts and from His Word. His 
power and might are revealed in nature; 
His love came to us in Christ. We de- 
scribe God by His attributes, yet we do 
not understand much of His greatness. “He 
is able to do all we ask or think.” That is 
not all. He can do more than that. “He 
Is able to do above all we ask or think.” 
Neither is this an adequate expression. “He 
is able to do abundantly above all we ask 
or think.” Words fail tp express God’s abil- 
Ity and power to help. “He is able to do 
exceedingly abundantly above all we ask 
or think.” Here the apostle gives up in 
despair trying to describe Gods infinite 
power. He is able not only “to do exceed- 
ing abundantly above all we ask” of Him, 
but “exceeding abundantly above all that we 
think,” that He can do. Our imagination 
fails us; even the most fantastic imagina¬ 
tion cannot conceive an idea that will ade- 
equately describe, or entirely include all 
that God is able to do fpr us and in us. 

Our difficulties and problems are in- 
finitely small in the eyes of God. Yet 
they are not too small for Him to be con- 
cerned about, and to help us in them, if 
we will bring everything to Him in prayer. 
When we pray we open our heart and per- 
mit God’s pow 7 er to come into our lives. 
By prayer w 7 e reach out to receive a bless- 
Ing from the hand of God. How wonder- 
ful that we may bring everything to God 
in prayer. How r good, too, that He does 
not grant every request of ours. As a 
wise Father He knows what is best for His 
children. And He wants to promote our 
welfare, especially our spiritual welfare. 

It is always pleasing to God -when we 
pray for others, particularly about their 
spiritual growth. Paul, a prisoner at Rome, 
is greatly concerned about his converts in 
the east. He writes to them and he prays 
for them- Where letters cannot reach, 
prayers can never be stopped. Loving the 
people and trusting in God, Paul brings 
great petitions to the throne of grace. He 
prays that the readers may “be strength- 
ened with might by the Spirit in the inner 
man;” “that Christ may dwell” in their 
hearts by faith; that they “may be rooted 
and grounded in love”; that they “may be 
able to comprehend with all the saints what 
is the breadth, and the length, and depth, 
and height, and to know the lowe of 
Christ which passeth knowledge”; and 
that they may “be filled with all the ful- 
ness of God”. 

As Paul prays his heart is enlarged on 
behalf of his beloved spiritual children and 
his requests becomes very great. He has, 
however, no demands to make for himself; 
It must all be to the glory of God which 
glory He receives when the Church is 
* established and strengthened. 

Here is a great work that all God’s 
children should take up more faithfully, 
that of intercessory prayer. There are many 
saints of God in distress in these days. We 
know 7 of some of the faithful witnesses who 
have given their life; others are imprisoned 
or confined to internment camps. Countless 
others whom we do not know, shall never 
know in this world, yet they are oppressed 
and afflicted, destitute and needy. Then, 
there are also the young Christians in the 
armed forces of the nations. It is not easy 
to remain true to God and cheerful in spirit 
when so much seems contrary to Christian 
principles and ideals. 

We need to bow our knees unto the 
Father on behalf of the distressed brethren 
of the Church in this world; we need to

Practice GocPs Presence 

During our morning devotions I reåd 
these striking w 7 ords, “Practice the presence 
of God.” Good advice. We need to remind 
ourselves that in every situation God is 
present—He sees us. We need mere God- 
consciousness- When we are in the midst 
of people we are conscious of people, .and 
conduct ourselves accordingly. But we 
should be just as conscious of God Who is 
always present and sees far more and far 
deeper. But how easy it is to try to please 
the crowd that we see and forget to please 
God Whom w T e do not see. Yet the crowd 
and iits applause passes away but the 
cternal God never changes and His “Well 
done” is the one thing that really matters. 

Our assurance of God’s loving presence 
in Christ comes to us through His Word 
Oh, what blessings would be ours if every- 
one practiced His presence in public wor- 
ship and private devotion knowing that 
where two or three are gathered together 
in His name there He is in the midst of 
them. Then we should go out in our daily 
life refreshed with the sustaining promise, 
Lo, I am with you always.” 

Practice the presence of God when you 
are successful. For if you are not con¬ 
scious that God was present to bless and 
give the increase, success will go to your 
head and make you a candidate for folly 
and ruin. But if you recognize God as 
the Giver, and remember that He sees 
what yøu do with what has been entrusted 
to you, and look to Him for guidance in 
its use, then, you are building on some¬ 
thing more abiding than the shifting sands 
of fickle fancy or popular applause. 

Practice the presence of God in sorrow 
and failure, when the crowd has vanished 
and no friend is in sight. Remember that 
Good is standing by—a very present help 
in trouble. 

At the point of decision, practice the 
presence of God. If we heed only the 
gaudy promises of the world w 7 e shall make 
fatal choices. In face of its temptations 
and threatenings let the eye of faith di- 
scern the Savior at your side. Then like 
Moses, we shall “endure as seeing Him 
Who is invisible.”

Carnal Nature 

A Christian person has always been 
somewhat perplexed in living a life for God 
that might be acceptable to Him. Man 
has an imperfection with which he is not 
pleased. Shortcomings in thoughts, words 
and deeds, which one would like so much 
to overcome and live more wholeheartedly 
for his Maker and Redeemer. 

But while the will is willing or rather 
the Spirit is, the flesh is so weak. We 
realize that we are in possession of a real 
evil nature, and that there are propensities 
which are in direct conflict with God’s 
good will. 

We have come to the conclusion there 
must be a double nature in us; a dual 
power. One for good, the other for evil. 
At times, the good in us or the new nature 
has sway and the upper hand at guiding 
our lives; then again at times the old 
nature has predominance. The apostle 
Paul had the same experience when he to 
his regret exclaimed: “For what I would, 
that do I not; but what I hate, that I do.” 
He laments this fact and is displeased 
with his conduct. Now this does not mean 
that the apostle at all times did what he 
hated; but that there were occasions when 
the sinful lead him into captivity. But we 
must bear in mind that under all this 
Paul refained his fellowship with the Lord, 
to obey and to do God’s blessed will. 
of the new Man, the new Life, which was 
the spirit of God or the Triune God, Father, 
Son and Spirit- In most instances this man 
of God performed the will of God. For 
Paul always had one objective; one desire, 
that to obey and do God’s blessed will. 
All Christians must take such a stand. 
They must have a sincere purpose to follow 
God with soul, mind and heart. If the 
will and desire is there, even if they do 
err, and grieve God, there is forgiveness 
in Jesus and because they have accepted 
Him as their Savior, God will for Jesus 
sake look upon the penitent soul as if he 
had never sinned. 

This is the cheer and joy in living -a 
consecrated life with God. Nothing can 
surpass this. Under all circumstances you 
may be happy in the union with God. and 
altho your heart may condemn you, the 
world look down upon you with scorn, you 
are still a child of God, for God is greater 
than your heart and the world. He knows 
all. He is fully aware of your inner- 
most and your efforts to live for Him. It 
is no small matter to live for the Lord. 
To fight the good fight of faith is no 
small battle, but it is a blessed one, for 
victory will always come, if we strive in 
His name. 

You will know no defeat, for the Master 
is the stronger over a strong enemy. Just 
so that you trust Him and obey. Obey Him 
in well doing and obey Him when you have 
slipped so that you may be restored to 
the state of joy- A Christian life is prim- 
arily a happy life in the Triune God. 

When you see an unhappy and dissat- 
isfied Christian, there is a question to ask: 
“Is he really a child of God?” Well let us 
not pronounce any judgment. However, 
this we will say; he is lacking in some 
essentials of a real fellowship with his Lord. 

It is possible and should be much cov- 
eted to be happy in joy or in sorow, in 
good days or bad; in health or sickness; 
in prosperity or adversity. 

You must ascend. You must overcome 
and make contentment and trust so out- 
standing that folks will mark that you have 
been with Jesus. The idea, which pre- 
vails with some, that there are carnal 
Christians is an erroneous one. No such a 
thing as a carnal follow‘er cf the Master. 
Christians have an old carnal nature, 
which is enmity against God, but this 
nature is not their guiding star. The star, 
which they must follow to remain in fellow- 
ship with the Lord is the new man, — God. 
Now, the the Word of God speaks about 
Christians, as having a carnal mind, that is 
true. But to have such an enemy in our 
innermost is one thing and to really obey 
the enemy is altogether a different matter. 

The apostle Paul says of people in the 
church at Corinth, that they were carnal 
in certain acts, for which he reprimands 
them. Well, to do a carnal act because of 
weakness or wrong company, and in a state 
' of excitement or wrath is one thing, and 
to live as a camal Christian is a vast dif- 
ference. Shall we imagine that with the

The 
latter may show a lack of understanding 
and an immature mind, but it would be 
wrong to call them camal believers when 
they are upright. They may be as a 
broken reed or a smoking flax, but these 
the Lord will attend to in sympathy and 
love. 

Let us be wise and not arrange Chris¬ 
tians in two classes. This will lead to con- 
fusion and misunderstanding. It will lead 
to, judging one another, which becomes a 
sad state of affairs. There is too much of 
that. Our Master has said: “Judge not.”' 
This applies to Christians with themselves 
and among themselves. 

Let us deal cautiously with our sojoum- 
ers. When you meet a stranger believe the 
best. Be charitable. Trust that he is a 
child of the Lord until you have seen the 
contrary.

The “Why” of Parish Education 

In an old book, Proverbs 22:6 we find 
these words: “Train up a child in the way 
he schould go: and when he is old, he will 
not depart from it.” In the New Testa¬ 
ment it is expressed thus: “Teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you” (Matt. 28: 19, and again 
“but nurture them in the chastening and 
admonition of the Lord”. Eph. 6:4. 

The word “nurture” is interesting. It 
'means to pronwte growth. This again sug- 
gests something planted. Following Rom- 
ans 6:4 which speaks of baptism we find 
verse five uses the word “planted” in re- 
gard to baptism. Children are planted in 
baptism. They are in the garden fo the 
Lord and need to be “nurtured”. Failure 
to nurture brings sad results. 

We aTe happy to know that in our entire 
church 156,149 children are reached by 
the Sunday School. We are saddened to 
know that it is estimated that seventeen 
million children in the United States re- 
ceive no Sunday School instruction. 

But we lift our eyes to nearer fields. 
Through the agency of Sunday School by 
mail our district seeks to reach the many 
children who receive no religious instruc¬ 
tion. The parishes in our district are larger 
and in the “outer fringes” most of our 
congregations there is this mission oppor- 
tunity. Then think of the unreached 
fields! 

In the stirring editorial entitled “Parish 
Education-a Safeguard” in the Parish Edu¬ 
cation issue of the Lutheran Herald we 
find this statement: “From a long list of 
hundreds of cases the facts are indisput- 
able: 

First— That boys and girls who violate 
the laws of man are boys and girls un- 
acquainted with the laws of God. 

Second. — That boys and girls who ex- 
hibit anti-social tendenciees, and who prac- 
tice an anti-social philiosophy in thought 
and action, are unfamiliar with the Chris¬ 
tian philosophy. 

Third. — That a very small percentage 
of juvenile cases come from families which 
have active church associations. 

Fourth. — That less than ten per cent 
of the boys and girls brought before the 
Juvenile Branch of the Court have a speak- 
ing acquaintance with the Lord’s Prayer, 
the Ten Commandments, or the Golden 
Rule!” 

These are the findings of a Municipal 
Court Judge. And what shall we say then 
when we know that unless these souls are 
reached and brought to Christ, they are 
lost? Shall we reach out a helping hand 
through Sunday School by Mail? Will 
you help?

Den tredje Juli iaar bar det mot Ost til

Jesus Still Lead On — I Will 
Follow, In Friendship, Courtship 
and Marriage 

In a young persons life there are a lot 
of questions, but if we permit Jesus to lead 
us on, then we have a solution to our prob¬ 
lems. In the many choices of life, we must 
not run ahead and then look back to see 
if Jesus is following, but we must let Him 
lead. 

Friendships are a very important part of 
our lives. We have been told, and rightly 
so, to be very careful in choosing our 
friends. Those we keep company with in- 
fiuence our actions and thoughts. Have 
you ever noticed when you were with a 
group of Christians how easy it was to 
speak of God and His love for us, but when 
with a group of non-christians there is the 
tendency to put God on the shelf for a 
while? 

As Christians we must surely be court- 
eous and kind to everyone — that is one 
of the characteristics of a follower of 
Christ, but our friends must be chosen a- 
mong thosse who love Jesus as dearly as 
we do- In James 4:4 we read, “Whosoever 
therefore, would be a friend of the world 
maketh himself an enemy of God.” Jn 
‘daily living we of ten come in contact with 
those who are not Christians. Then we 
must follow the example of Jesus. His 
purpose was always to win them for God. 

As a guide for choosing our friends, let 
us first be friends of Jesus and then be 
friends with other “friends of Jesus”. 

Friendships between sexes can also be 
inspiring and edifying. They can either 
strengthen Christian faith and character or 
they can in a subtle way draw young peop- 
le away from Christ and His church. A 
Christian is anxious that every friendship 
shall be a bridge leading to God and not a 
wall separating from God — a bridge lead¬ 
ing to future happiness and not sorrow and 
regret. 

Friendships often lead to courtship and 
marriage. It is exceedingly important to 
keep courtship on the level of comradship 
until both are certain they desire one an- 
other as mates. It is grossly unjust to 
trifle with someone’s affections or to lead 
a person on falsely. The conduct of both 
should be of such a type that if the court¬ 
ship is broken off, neither will have any 
room for regret. 

When a young man marries he doesn’t 
want second-hand goods as his wife and 
the mother of his children, but he wants 
a girl who is pure; who has not cheapened 
herself by petting with everyone who comes 
along. As we read in Proverbs 31:10 “Who 
can find a virtuous women, for her price 
is far above rubies.” 

Also, more young women are particular 
about the reputation of the young man 
each expects to marry. Why should they 
not strive to give to each other as pure 
a life as they have to offer? 

The matter of choosing a life’s mate is 
a very important step in life- We need 
to pray for God-given good judgement in 
choosing: Not to depend on falling in love. 
Love is an act of the wdll. It is not some- 
thing that overwhelms us over which we 
have no control. Upon the choice of a life 
companion rests our life and destiiny now 
and often for eternity. Look at your life 
in view of your coming wedding day — 
the bride you dream about; the groom you 
hope for; the home you visualize. 

Although true love is basic to every right 
marriage, we also look to qualities of char¬ 
acter, such as, purity, honesty, depend- 
ability, kindness and thoughtfulness. But 
above all that the mate be a Christian as 
St. Paul says in 2 Cor. 6:14 “Be ye not 
unequally yoked with unbelievers for what 
fellow r ship have rigtheousness and iniquity, 
or what communion hath light with dark- 
ness?” To live in marriage with an un- 
believer is a test of one’s Christianity 
greater than many are able to stand. 

On the other hand, how beautiful the 
life union between Christians! How beauti¬ 
ful the marriage when even before the wed¬ 
ding day, the family altar is built! Here 
they bring their problems, their sorrows 
and joys before God. Peace and joy fill 


the home where God is given the> opportun- 
ity to lead on. 

There are some to w j hom God will deny 
the privilege of marriage. These are chosen 
by Him for special service, or perhaps to 
save them from an unhappy choice. It 
is far better to remain single than to have 
an unhappy marriage. 

A christian home is a garden of the 
Lord — a nursery for human lives to grow 
in. Its wise and careful culture are in- 
valuable to the growing soul and nothing 
can make up for the lack of it- It is the 
God-appoiinted educator of mankind. 

Today broken hornes are threatening to 
break our civilization and are throwing 
thousands of children into a merciless 
society. From our penitentiaries and re¬ 
form schools come the cry “I didn’t have 
a chance.” Divorce is shaking the found¬ 
ation of society. Christ says, “What God 
hath joined together, let not man put as- 
under.” 

It is the buiilding of Christ centered 
homes that will be of more value to our 
church and country than possibly anything 
we may attempt. A home united in Christ 
stands forever, even beyond the storm of 
death into eternity. 

Constantly we need to pray, “Jesus still 
lead on and give me grace to follow, in 
choosing my friends and my life’s com¬ 
panion.”
